Lord Kitchener 
is reported to be with King George 
and the Prince of AValcs at the front.

Liberal Ration Allotted Germany's 


Fighting Men. 


Commanders Realize the Importance 


of Keeping Troops in Proper Phys- 


ical Condition—Enormous Cost 


of the Commissariat. 


Military experts placed little faith 


in the numerous rumors during the 
first days of the war to the effect that 
the German armies were suffering for 
lack of food. The reason why they 
doubted these reports was because it 
was hard to believe that a commis- 
sary department so well equipped as 
Germany's would fall in its work so 
early in a struggle for which prepara- 
tions have been going on for years. 


All civilized nations have long rec-

ognized that food supplies may play 
as important a part in the winning or 
losing 
of battles 
as ammunition, 


marksmanship and personal bravery. 
With the thoroughness which Is" so 
characteristic of their nation the Ger- 
mans have for years made the feeding 
of their soldiers a matter of scientific 
study. Their commissary department 
is under the direction of a group of 
dietetic specialists who are admitted 
to have no superiors and few equals. 


The daily ration which they have 


prescribed as the best fortification for 
a German fighting man's stomach in- 
cludes 26 ounces of fresh bread, or 
17 ounces of biscuit; 13 ounces of 
fresh 
meat, 
or seven 
ounces of 


smoked meat; four ounces of rice, or 
eight ounces of flour, or 52 ounces of 
potatoes; nearly an ounce of salt; 
nearly an ounce cf roasted coffee, or 
one-tenth of an ounce of tea, and half 
an ounce of sugar. 


The amount of bread eaten in a 


week by the German soldiers now in 
the field would make a loaf 393 feet 
high and weighing 60,130,000 pounds. 
A week's supply of potatoes would 
make a tuber 188 feet high and weigh- 
ing 120,330.000 pounds, 
i, The figures given are for the stand- 
ard ration, which is probably a very 
different thing from that actually be- 
ing consumed along the great battle 
formation, where there is a great flexi- 
bility as to the food to be used. It 
is possible that pemmican (a con- 
densed meat product) is entering into 
the ra-tion very largely. The kaiser 
has always expressed a lively interest 
in his soldiers' food, and he has not 
infrequently ridden up to the field 
bakeries and sampled the product of 
their ovens. 


Some idea of the enormous expense 


of the war will be gained from the 
fact that the daily cost of provisions 
for the combined armies would be 
$12,500,000, without the pxppnse of 
transportation, which would be $4,- 
200,000 more each day. These figures 
were based on the prices -of some 
years ago, so that 15 per cent could be 
added to the cost of the food, making 
the cost today ?18.750,000. or $22,950,- 
000 "delivered" at the place of con- 
sumption.

Some weeks ago the Carlisle Tndiaa 


school, following the footsteps of the 
American Society of Indians, adopted 
as the school emblem a thunder bird. 
The thunder bird was designed for 
the school by Angel De Cora Deitz, 
the greatest authority in the world 
ca Indian art. From Mrs. Deitz, who, 
with her husband, William Lone Star 
Deitz, is teaching art at the Carlisle 
school, it has been learned that near- 
ly all the Indian tribes recognize a 
bird as a symbol of authority and so- 
cial rank. The artist, who is a Win- 
nebago Indian of aristocratic lineage 
and who has delved deeply into Indian 
legends, says that the thunder bird or 
its equivalent in various forms has 
been a mark of distinction and au- 
thority, probably, for man> ^thousand 
years. As a child she heard from na- 
tive legendary sources the story of 
the thunder bird, and has every rea- 
son to believe that it is as ancient as 
the legend concerning the las'! mam- 
moth. 


According to an accepted legend 


ages had passed with all the spirits 
dominating land, water and air re- 
maining on relative equality. Ancient 
Indian clans, for conveniences of rec- 
ognition and occupation, had associat- 
ed themselves with various patron 
spirits. The story of the achievement 
of domination by the thunder bird Is 
tedious, but tells how a fatigued war- 
rior of the thunder-bird clan lay ex- 
hausted at the edge of a precipice 
watching still waters far below.

An immense trench 
was made in which to bury all the cattle 
and hogs on the farm. 
But Mr. Sunday 
upon being informed that the steer had 
the foot and mouth disease immediately 
separated it from the other catt.e and by 
close attention found that it wa9 eating 
all tbe feed given and that it did not ap­ 
pear at all sick so Mr. Sunday requested 
another examination before the killing 
should take place 
The inspectors heed­ 
ed his request and last Monday re ex­ 
amined the stock and found the entire 
stock free from the dread disease.

w?as in 1879, during one of the first reun­ 
ions of the veterans of the Civil War, that 
Charles 11 Bryan, an honorable discharg 
ed soldier, made a visit to Gettysburg and 
boarded with the Crocta family at their 
old home. 
While there, he persuaded 
Miss Mary C/oata to go with him to Yurk 
where they were married. 
They return­ 
ed to Geitysburg and lived there a sboit 
time and later went to Washington where 
they also resided 
Later Mrs Bryan dis­ 
covered that her huoband was unfaithful 
and she left him and returned to her 
home 
She lived with her sisters at the 
old homestead until about 5 years ago 
when she went to Philadelphia where 
she has since been living with another 
sister, Mrs J>ena Schleich 
A hearing

tration granted to the brother and sister 
of Mr Bryan. The estate is said to be 
worth several thousands dollars.

Writer Gives Graphic Picture of Bayo- 


net Charge—Germans, Scots and 


Britons Fall Side by Side in 


Bloody Charge. 


In the North of France.—The initial 


effort of the massed German strength 
to tear their way through the allies' 
lines at Ypres and thus drive in the 
opening wedge by which their sweep 
of the French coast was-to be made 
possible was broken by one of the 
most superb and self-sacrificing dis- 
plays of heroism ever attempted by a 
body of soldiers. 


The attack opened with a terrific 


cannonade against the British posi- 
tions. Shells tore in, shrieking and 
bursting in a mad tumult of death, 
scarring the British trenches, blasting 
through bomb-proofs and making an 
inferno of the allies' position. 


Under cover of the furious artillery 


fire the Gernian columns started to 
advance at the double. Rank upon 
rank, .regiment upon regiment, they 
loomed through the smoke held low 
as a screen by the dense fog that pre- 
vailed. 
The word passed along the 


British trenches that this was the su- 
preme effort of the German advance. 


While the first line was setting it- 


self firm to withstand the shock of 
the fierce impact they knew was com- 
ing, a great wave of Britons boiled 
up and over the edge of the British 
ditches. They rolled pell mell down 
the approach to the trenches and when 
they scrambled to their feet there 
were two regiments of them —- one 
Scottish and a regiment of the guards.

BRITISH TRADE LOSS HEAVY 


Imports Decrease $100,850,000 In One 


Month and Exports §90,100,000— 


Cotton Suffers. 


London.—The effect of the war on 


British trade is shown in the figures 
published by the board of trade for 
the month of October. 


Imports decreased $100,850,000 and 


exports decreased $90,100,000. 
The 


principal loss in imports was $27,500,- 
000 on raw cotton from America and 
$7,500,000 on cotton from Egypt, to- 
gether with $35,000,000 on manufac- 
tured articles. The exports of coal de- 
clined $10,000,000 and the exports of 
manufactured articles declined $67,- 
500,000. Of the last named, cotton 
yarns made up $26,250,000 and wool 
yarns $6,250,000.

with no hard of 
burned edges.

fruit, a portion of 


cake 
mixture 
is added to flour 


to make a stiff dough which will 
roll out very thin. This Is used for 
lining In the pan, covering both sides 
and bottom just as if it were a pie 
crust, then the fruits, nuts and spices 
may be added to the cake mixture and 
the pan filled. When the cake is baked 
the value of this process will be seen 
as the fruit cannot sink into this outer 
layer, so they are not scorched and 
there is no blemish in the cake. This 
same outer crust serves to keep the 
cake moist. 


Genuine German Torte.—Take six 


eggs, one and a half cupfuls of sugar, 
one cupful of grated ginger snaps, one 
cupful of flour, one teaspoonful of 
baking powder, half a pound of 
chopped walnuts, a quarter of a pound' 
of mixed candied fruit, a quarter of 
a pound of citron, a quarter of a. 
pound of figs, one glass of currant, 
jelly, one teaspoonful of cinnamon,, 
and the rind of one lemon. Beat the- 
whites of the eggs stiff, beat the yolks, 
and add the sugar. Slice the figs in 
strips and put the other fruit and nuts, 
through a meat chopper, reserve one.- 
cupful of the mixture for the filling. 
Combine with the eggs and sugar, add' 
one cupful of flour sifted with a tea- 
spoonful of baking powder, add the- 
ginger snap crumbs and fold in the- 
white of the eggs. Bake in two well 
greased layer cake tins for 12 minutes. 
When done spread the jelly over one- 
layer while warm, sprinkle thickly 
with fruit reserved for this purpose,, 
put on.the other layer and spread with 
the following icing: Beat the white at 
one egg slightly, add three quarters- 
of a cupful of sugar. Then alternately 
add one teaspoonful of sugar and 
cream until a cupful of cream and one- 
and three quarters cupfuls of confec- 
tioners' sugar have been used. Final- 
ly add a teaspoonful of lemon juice.

THE THANKSGIVING DINNER.

and ready to be turned from its mold, 
the nuts cracked and mixed with the 
raisins, the candy made, for who would 
not prefer the home-made candy? 


This will leave the vegetables and

The table decoration may be just 


what one 'can easily obtain. Fruit and 
leaves are considered more appropri- 
ate than flowers.

if one desires to use them, and autumn 
leaves as decoration for place cards 
are always appropriate.

kins to hold candies or any toy fruit 
boxes may be used with good effect. 


Cider Jelly. — Soften 2% tablespoon- 


fuls of -gelatin in a half cupful of cold 
water; pour over this one cupful of 
boiling hot cider, add a cupful of su* 
gar, a third of a cupful of lemon juice. 
When the gelatin is dissolved add 
two cupfuls of cider and pour into a 
mold to harden. This may be served 
in individual molds. 


The chestnut dressing for the tur 


key is prepared from a quart of chest- 
nuts which have been blanched and- 
then cooked until tender, adding a cup- 
ful of fresh bread crumbs, two table- 
spoonfuls of butter, a teaspoonful of 
salt, chopped parsley, pepper and milk 
or stock to moisten.

The Crop Situation. 


Now that the hints on the husband­ 
ing 
of food 
have 
been 
scattered 
broadcast, one is reminded of those 
old days when watchful care was 
necessary 
to bo exercised to make 
it go the round of the harvests. In the 
sixteenth century, for instance, a lean 
year meant sacrifices for all. A great 
scarcity of victuals in tho seasons 
of 15G2 and 1503 prompted a typical 
move of the authorities of England. 
Parliament then stepped in and or­ 
dered all persons of whatever degree 
to thresh their corn and dispose of it 
at once. Disobedience meant confisca­ 
tion. Any stack found standing in the 
middle of July became the property of 
the government. An act thus put in 
force held g >od until succeeding harv­ 
ests had balanced stocks. In addition, 
the authorities looked to the welfare 
of til* coming crop. A miscreant who 
maimed a beast, broke u plow or de­ 
stroyed growing corn was liable to a 
death punishment. 


In the North of France.—The initial 
effort of the massed German strength 
to tear their way through the allies' 
lines at Ypres and thus drive in the 
opening wedge by which their sweep 
of the French coast w as^o be made 
possible was broken by one of the 
moat superb and self-sacrificing dis­ 
plays of heroism ever attempted by a 
body of soldiers. 


The attack opened with a terrific 
cannonade against the British posi­ 
tions. 
Shells tore in, shrieking and 
bursting in a mad tumult of death, 
scarring the British trenches, blasting 
through bomb-proofs and making an 
inferno of the allies’ position. 


Under cover of the furious artillery 
fire the German columns started to 
advance at the double. 
Rank upon 
rank, regiment upon regiment, they 
loomed through the Bmoke held low 
as a screen by the dense fog that pre­ 
vailed. 
The word passed along the 
British trenches that this was the su­ 
preme effort of the German advance. 


While the first line was setting it­ 
self firm to withstand the shock of 
the fierce impact they knew was com­ 
ing, a great wave of Britons boiled 
up and over the edge of the British 
ditches. 
They rolled pell mell down 
the approach to the trenches and when 
they scrambled to their feet there 
were two regiments of them — one 
Scottish and a regiment of the guards. 


They formed quickly, with bayonets 
fixed, and went down into the center of 
the gray line of advancing Germans, 
yelling a battle cry that was blood- 
stirring. They charged like demons. 


The artillery of the allies opened 
fire behind them to give them cover, 


but soon they had advanced past the 
range of safety at which the French 
gunners might fire without hitting the 
charging line of Britons. 


The Germans came on at a steady 
tread, in numbers that it seemed must 
engulf the two lines charging down 
upon them. 


Then came the clash. 
It was cold 
steel from the moment they struck. 
Thrusting, recoiling, parrying, coun­ 
tering and thrusting again, the Scots 
and the guards fought their men hand- 
to-hand, giving back before the steady 
press of Teutons, but fighting all the 
way. 


They fell side by side, the Germanfe, 
the Scots and 
the gallant Britons, 
those behind trampling them, hut still 
they rose and fought again until the 
“dressed” German line resembled a 
mob 
Confusion spread through the 
German ranks. Panic seemed to have 
seized them, and they “milled/* losing 
all sense of direction, knowing only 
that a horde of demons had been 
turned loose in their midst and had 
made It a man-to-man fight. 


The German charge was broken, for 
no front could extricate itself from 
such a turmoil in the face of the 
trenches, and the Germans were forced 
to retire to re-form, 
regiments. 


Reserves were brought up to fill the 
gap where the brave Scots and the 
gallant Britons had gone out to their 
mission ot death, and the line again 
was in a position to hold. 


In scattered twos and threes—shat­ 
tered twos and threes—the Guards 
and the Scots found their lines. 
But 
the two regiments were done 
If they 
had broken the German advance they 
had given their lives to do it. Not a 
small company was left of the two 


Imports Decreaae $100,850,000 In One

London.—The effect of the war on 
British trade is shown in the figures 
published by tho board of trade for 
the month of October. 


Imports decreased $100,S50,000 and 
exports decreased $90,100,000. 
The 
principal loss in imports was $27,500,- 
000 on raw cotton from America and 
$7,500,000 on cotton from Egypt, to­ 
gether with $35,000,000 on manufac­ 
tured articles. 
The exports of coal de­ 
clined $10,000,000 and the exports of 
manufactured articles declined $67.- 
500,000. 
Of the last named, cotton 
yarns made up $26,250,000 and wool 
yarns $6,250,000.

Genuine German Torte.—Take six 
eggs, ono and a half cupfuls of sugar, 
one cupful of grated ginger snaps, ono 
cupful of flour, one teaspoonful of 
baking 
powder, 
half 
a pound 
of 
chopped walnuts, a quarter of a pound 
of mixed candied fruit, a quarter of 
a pound of citron, a quarter of a. 
pound of figs, one glass of currant 
jelly, one teaspoonful of cinnamon», 
and the rind of one lemon. 
Beat tho- 
whites of the eggs stiff, beat the yolk* 
and add the sugar. 
Slice the figs In 
strips and put the other fruit and nuts, 
through a meat chopper, reserve one/ 
cupful of the mixture for the filling. 
Combine with the eggs and sugar, add 
one cupful of flour sifted with a tea­ 
spoonful of baking powder, add tho 
ginger snap crumbs and fold in tho 
white of the eggs. Bake in two well 
greased layer cake tins for 12 minutes. 
When done spread the Jelly over ono 
layer whllo warm, sprinklo thickly 
with fruit reserved for this purpose» 
put on the other layer and spread with 
the following Icing: Beat the white of 
one egg slightly, add three quarters, 
of a cupful of sugar. Then alternately 
add one teaspoonful of sugar and 
cream until a cupful of cream and ono» 
and three quarters cupfuls of confeo- 
tioners* sugar have been used. Final» 
ly add a teaspoonful of lemon juice.
